tence, of imprisonment in tho county 
jail impoM-.d 03- the court. 
This caso 


was prosi'.entcid by both the government 
and the Santa J7o company, and the <lo- 
fi:iidantK icecivod a sei:,l.enca on each 
complaint, hut were ordered Co servo 
(he-u at tho same lime, thus making a 
toial impri^onment of six months for 
Debs and threo months for each of tho 
directors. 


Believing that an apponl to the su- 


premo court would bo of doubtful re- 
sult, and having expended over $25,000 
thus far in tho struggle, it seemed r]uca- 
tinnablo whether the bust course was 
not to stop lighting, servo out tho sen- 
tence's and havo done with it. But ntthis 
point tho rights and lihc-rty of all or- 
ganized labor come prominently into 
the question. 
If tlie cnsn is allowed to 


rest hero without appeal, tho Hi'.mo infa- 
mous construction'of tho law can again 
and ngaiu he used against labor organi- 
zations nncl their leaders sent to prison 
every iinto a strike is attempted. Nor ia 
this all. 
Under the law as applied by 


this court every 0113 who participates 
in a slviko is guilty of any violence) or 
crime committed by nny other person 
during tha* strike—that is to say, if 
during a, strike, a hired spy of capital, 
who may have previously joined a labor 
organization, commits a murder each 
striker is an accessory and liable to in- 
dictment for murder and tho death pen- 
alty. Even a child must sea tit a glance 
that if this decision stands as law all 
labor organizations aro dead and prac- 
tical slavery awaits tho laboring people. 


But in attempting to appeal tho case, 


now diflicuHics :iro encountered. This 
contempt caso is a double* one, and 
whilo tliogovernrnfntca.se is appealable 
tho Santa lro case is not. Theroi'oro to 
appeal tho former it was necessary for 
tho defendants to agreo to separate, tho 
cases and thus servo the sentences sepa- 
rately, making an imprisonment of ono 
year for the president and nix mouths 
for each of the; directors. 
So far as tho 


individuals aro concerned, it would bo 
far better to lot tho easo rest, but in an 
issnu that means tho life or death of or- 
ganized labor tiio personal interests of 
men must be brushed anido unconsidor- 
ed. 


Tho second difi'ieulty was tho question 


of tlio money to carry this voluminous 
caso to the supremo court of tlio United 
States. 
Tho six months' fight already 


madf! has depicted the treasury and ex- 
hausted tho personal resources of the 
deft ndants. Their attorneys have also 
mado their share of the sacrifice and 
cannot consistently bo expected to pro- 
vide costs nncl expense funds. 
Tho de- 


fendants must havo tho united help of 
labor or fail iu tho unequal struggle 
against tho corporations' millions. 


Thero is still another £.nd much more 


Gfrious caso against tho defendants. Tho 
oil'enso charged is "conspiracy to stop 
the mails, " and in this the corporations 
hope to establish decisions that will 
wipe, out the last vestige of labor or- 
ganizations. 
They confidently expect 


to send each of tho defendants to tho 
penitentiary for two yenrs, and tho spe- 
cial counsel for tho government, who 
is also tho regular railroad attorney, haa 
publicly Inasted that it. will bo done. 


If the law can bo 60 twisted from the 


course of justice as to accomplish this 
atrocity, and from what has thus far 
been done it is evident a desperate effort 
will bo mado to do it, ivo shall livo iu 
a despotism almost as bud as that of 
Russia, and no man's lil'o or liberty will 
bo secure. If organized labor would es- 
cape this fate, it must act, and net 
promptly. Jlonoy must bo raised to fight 
on to tlio court of last resort nud leave 
nothing undone to prevent this (leath- 
''Ur,v being struck at. the labor orgfluiza- 
iriiis oi' thu United States.

Sunday Professor Felix Adler said:

supply of water in the tenements. Wo 
IVit thai wis had mado somo littlo prog- 
ress. 
Yuri may imagiuo our surprise, 


afrer thu bill became a law, that tbera 
aroso opposition; that an appeal wa.-i 
maclo to tho courts to block tenement 
houso ivforin in this city. AH sanitary] 
experts ;;i:ree, upon tho necessity for a! 
full supply of water. A law was passed 
in London in 181)1 declaring a houso 
not adequately supplied with water tc 
be unfit for human habitation. 


"I'roni what source do you supposu 


this opposition came? Probably you sup- 
po.-e it was from the liquor dealers. It 
is true that the, liquor dealers are inter- 
ested in keeping tho tenements in a bad 
condition, for then tho inmates arr 
driven to the saloons. 13ut it was not 
from tho liquor dealers that tho oppo: i- 
tion came.. Perhaps some of you w ID 
have read the newspapers and hava 
learned o£ the corruption iu our police 
£o:'ce think it came irom tlio members 
of it. Indeed it is to tho interest of the 


j police force to oppose tenement house 
reform, because wo havo learned that 
-he police force is allied with oriino, and 
,ho -worst tenements arc- breeding places 
•i criminals. 
But it was not from tha 


! fclice. 


• / "It came, of all others, from Trinity 
phurch." 


Professor Adler spoke the words im- 


pressively, and ho made a long pause. 


"Why, there hava been some com- 


ments in the newspapers. I ha^ve read 
that the Trinity corporation conducted 


its business on bnfiiiicss principles, and 
that, it didn't unite its business arid re- 
ligious principles. Trinity blocked the 
way of reform in this town, and Trinity 
is an old offender. 
Complaints against 


its tenements fill tho board of health 
records. The death rate in its tenements 
is 82 per cenfr-against 24 per cent in oth- 
er tenement houses. 


"Death, sickness, foul cellars, falling 


ceilings, leaking roofs, rickety etairs, 
euiikeu flaggingH—these are the marlcE 
of many of Trinity's tenements. 
It haa 


been Enid that we shall never have re- 
form until we Christianize tho domicile. 
You see how Trinity church is proceed- 
ing to Christianize the domiciles of tha 
poor of Now York. 


"I was ono of those who placed the i 


la\v regulating tenements on the statute j 
books, and 1 have a right to cry out 
against those who oppose the simitar? t 
law. 
What is tho excuse? Ono is thafl I 


Trinity church is not responsible, b o - j 
cause it onr, owns the laud and not the j 
buildings. It has been shown tbatmany ! 
of the leasos run but a twelvemonth, 
and yet they havo been renewed for a 
church which stands for one who waa 
poor himself, for Jesus of ivazartitli, 
who niado the poor hi* espocial charge. 
There iu no provision for those who aro 
going to death in those houses in order 
that Trinity may build its great churcheH 
and do its charity—save tho mark! 


'The second reason is so childish, so

Bi-.ncor'H rtollef Method, 


A novel and effective plar^for the re- 


lief of th9 suffering poor of Bangor, Me., 
has boon put in operation by the relief 
committee, of that city this winter. Pa- 
per bags were distributed among tbe 
householders, accompanied by a printed 
slip, saying, "Please put ir, this bag 
any contribution1 you may wish to make, 
however small, and return to 
. " 


Tha result was very satisfactory. Many 
people in moderate circumstances had 
before refrained from giving because of 
tho sniallnessof their contributions, but 
this method opened a way for tho mite 
of each ono to reach tlio proper channel 
for the relief of the poor. 


Tho paper bags were returned, con- 


taining groceries, provisions that were 
not immediately perishable, clothing 
s\nd money. The small individual gift 
in the aggregate became a mighty col- 
lection of food and clothing for the re- 
lief of distress.—Washington Star.

several other cases will bo filed. 


Tho company deny that the men were 


discharged for belonging to a labor or- 
ganization and assert that they can give 
good and Bufncient reasons for their dis- 
charge.

(lays has made a rigid examination of 
Hollandsworth and Ward, and says he 
has a case if the law is not defective.

nations of those who havo lived in thnin, ;

city by the rapidity with which tlie i 
character of the population in the lower 
parts of tbe city has changed, and the j 
fact that, hocfcs built- as private dwell- 
ings are not fitted to serve as tenement.", 
either in respect to light, ventilation,! 
water supply, privacy or facilities for, 
rleanliness. " 


.As to n-ar tenements the report says: 


"The most cursory examination shows 
that tho death rates are very high where 
there aro rear tenements, running up to ' 
C1.U7—an enormous death rate—in tho i 
old First ward, and being 27. GG for tho j 
entire city ng;:iiist 22.21 for tho single i 
tenements. If wo take the death rate ol' 
children as a test, tho real- touaments; 
show themselves to be veritable slaugh- j

parks tho report Bays: "It is evident j 
tuat an emergency exists which must be 
met by prompt and thorough action.

A F'Rht to Decide Whether Oreani7.ed 


Workmen Are to Ee> 3!ade Powerless. 
Tie following statement was prepared 


tr tbe board of directors of tha Ameri- 
can Railway union: 


Tbs American Railway union is en- 


gaged in a contest with organized capi- 
tal and needs tbo helo of tho labor or- 
ganizations of tbe whole country. The 
importance of tho struggle seems not to 
be folly understood, ond a statement of 
the case setting forth tha tremendous 
fcrnsequeuces involved in success or fail- 
ure should be put before the labor pub- 
lic. 
— There are nvo cases against President 
Debs and eigbt other directors of the un- 
ion. 
The first for contempt of court 01- 


failure to call off the strike tbe fourth 


day aftor its inception has been tried, 
tho defendants found guilty and a sen- 
tence of imprisonment in the county 
jail imposed by tho court. 
Thin casa 


was prosecuted by both the government 
and tlie Sauta Fa company, and the da- 
fendnnts received a sentence on each 
complaint, hut \vero ordered to sovvo 
thorn nt the sumo time, thus making a 
total imprisonment of six months for 
Debs and three mouths for eaoh of tbe 
directors. 


Believing that an appeal to the sn- 


premo court would be of doubtful re- 
sult, and having expended ovor $25,000 
thus far in the struggle, it seemed ques- 
tionable whether the host course waa 
not to stop lighting, serve out the sen- 
tences andhavodouov/ithit. But at this 
point tho rights and liberty of all or- 
ganized labor come prominently into 
the. question. If the c:\so is allowed to 
rest hero without appeal, the same infa- 
mous construction of the law can again 
and again bo used against labor organi- 
zations and their loaders sont to prison 
every time a strike is attempted. Nor is 
this all. 
Under the law as applied by 


this court every one who participates 
in a strike is guilty of any violence or 
criino committed by any other person 
during that strike—that is to say, it 
during a strike a hirfid spy of capital, 
who may have previously joined a labor 
organization, commits a murder each 
striker is an accessory and liablo to in- 
dictment for murder and tho death pen- 
alty. Even a child must see ab a glanoo 
that if this decision stands an law all 
labor organizations ore dend and prac- 
tical slavory awaits the laboring people. 


But in attempting to appeal the caso 


new difficulties aro encountered. 
This 


contempt caso is a double one, and 
whilo the govern meat caso is appealable 
tho Santa Fo caso ia not 
Therefore to 


appeal tho former it was necessary for 
tbo defendants to agree to separata tlie 
cases and thus Horvo the sentences Eepa 
ratoly, making an imprisonment of ono 
year for the president and six months 
for each of tho directors. 
So far as tho 


individuals aro concerned, it would bo 
far better to lot the caso rest, but in an 
issuo that means tho lifo or death of or- 
ganized labor tho personal interests of 
men must bo brushed aside nucousiclar- 
ed. 


Tho second difficulty was tho question 


of tho money to carry this voluminous 
case to tbo supremo court of the United 
States. 
Tho six mouths'fight already 


mado has depleted tho treasury and ex- 
hausted tho personal resources of the 
defendants. Their attorneys bava also 
made their share of tho sacrifice and 
cannot consistently be expected to pro- 
vide costs and expense funds. Tho de- 
fendants must havo tho united help of 
labor or fail in tlie unequal struggle 
against tlio corporations' millions. 


There is still another gnd much more 


serious case against tho defendants. The 
offense charged is "conspiracy to stop 
tho mails, " and iu this the corporations 
hope to establish decisions thut will | 
wipe out the last vestige of labor or- 
ganizations. 
They confidently expect 


to send each of the defendants to the 
penitentiary for two years, and the spe- 
cial counsel for the government, who 
is also tho regular railroad attorney, has 
publicly boasted that it will be done. 


If tho law can bo so twisted from tho 


courso of justice .as to accomplish this 
atrocity, and from what has thus far 
been done ic is evident a desperate effort 
will bo made to do it, wo ehall live in 
r> despotism almost as bad as that of 
Russia, and no man's lifaor liberty will 
bo secure. If organized labor would cs- 
capo this fate, it must act, and act 
promptly. Mouey'uinst ba raised to Sghc 
on to tho court of last resort and leave 
nothing undone to prevent this death- 
blow being struck at the labor organiza- 
tions of the United States,

fellxAdler Hotly SCOTCH the HicliCliarcli'l 


Tenement System. 


Iu a lecture delivered before the New 


York Ethical Culture society on araceul 
Sunday Professor Felix Adler said: 


"Tha tenement house commission oi 


ten years ago, of which I bad the bonoi 
of being a member, drafted a bill, whicli 
became law, providing for an adequata 
supply of water in tha tenements. 
Wo i 


felt that wo had mado some little prog- 
ress. 
Yoii may imagine our surprise, 


after the bill became a law, that them 
arosa opposition; that an appeal was 
made to tho courts to block teuemanj 
house reform in this city. All sanitarji j 
experts agree upon the necessity for a 
full supply of water. A law was passed 
in London in 18111 declaring a bouse 
not adequately supplied with water tc 
be unfit for husnau habitation. 


"From what source do you supposa 


this oppositionoame? Probably youaup- 
pose it was from tho liquor dealers. II 
is true that the liquor dealers aro inter- 
ested iu keeping the tenements in a bad 
condition, for 
them the inmates arc 


driven to the saloons. But it was nol 
from the liquor dealers that the oppo; l- 
tion came. Perhaps some of you w -,o 
have read the newspapers and ha^a 
learned of the corruption in our polica 
force think it came from the members 
of it. ludeed it is to the interest of the 
police force to oppose tenement IIOURS 
reform, because we have learned thai 
the police force is allied with crime, and 
the worst tenements are breeding places 
of criminals. But it was not from tho 
police 


"It came, of all others, from TrinitJ 


church. " 


Professor Adler spoke the words im- 


pressively, and he made a long pause. 


"Why, there have been some com- 


ments in the newspapers. I hr;ce road 
that the Trinity ccrparation cond-ueted 


its bDRinfisH on busitiees principles, and 
that, it didn't unite its business and re- 
ligious principles. Trinity blocked the 
way of reform in this town, and Trinity 
is an old offender. 
Complaints against 


:lts 
touomenta fill the board of health 


records. Tho death rate in its tenements 
is 32 per cant against 24 por ceut in oth- 
er tenement houses. 


"Death, sickness, foul cellars, falling 


ceilings, leaking roofs, rickety stairs, 
sunken flaggings—these are the marks 
of many of Trinity's tenements. It haa 
been said that wa shall never havo re- 
form until v/e Christianize the domicile, 
You seu how Trinity church is proceed- 
ing to Christianina the domiciles of tha 
poor of New York. 


"I was ana of those who placed thn 


law regulating tenements on the etatuta 
books, and I havo a right to 017 ons 
against those who oppose the sanitary 
law. 
What is tho excuse? One is thai 


Trinity church is not responsible, be- 
cause it cmy owns tho laud and notlbo 
buildings. It has been shown that many 
of tha leases vuu but a twelvemonth, 
and yet they have been renewed for a 
church which stands for onu who wan 
poor himself, for Jesus of Nazareth, 
who made the poor his especial charge. 
Thero is no provision 1'or those who are 
going to death in those houses in order 
that Trinity may build its great churches 
aucl do its charity—save the mark] 


'The second reason is so childish, so 


Billy, so foolish, that it is ridiaulouB 
even to repeat it. It is that those people 
should not be supplied with water be- 
cause tlip.y arc dirty. - How can one listen 
to those statements? Think of 18 fami- 
lies being dependent upon one hydrant 
iu a back yard! Tnko a day like this and 
think of women and children, standing 
out in the rain and drawing water and 
than climbing four flights of stairs! 


"This ignorance is culpable because it 


is assumed. Men aro not willing to have 
tbo knowledge of the way their work- 
ingmcii livo. They don't want it." 


Uaniror'ej RelJcf nrethod. 


A novel and effective plan for tho re-
